Chefoo :—An important change has 
beon introduced in the purchase of straw- 
braid at this port, Hitherto this arlicde 
has been bought at so much per picul, 
-and ag plain braid is sold in London by the 
bale of 240 bundies, the discrepaney be: 
tween purchase and sales has not been of 
much importance so long as the average 
weight of bales was s picul each, . just os it 
wasat the commencement of the trade in 
1861. Tho dealers in braid have sinco then 
been gradually increasing the weght of 
the bales ‘of 240. buntiles of plain braid, 
tatilin somo: cases. it has reached to one 
picul and fifteen -cattics per bale, and it 
has been noticed that this increase of weight 
is duc in great measure to the bundles of 
braid having been wetted with water boforo 
being packed, eo that in such instances, o 
serious ‘wrong has been committed by the 
doalers against the purchasers. To obviate 
this, it has been decided to purchase plain 
braid by the bale of 240 bundles of the 
measurements herotofore customary, and 
not by the picul; and the fancy braids per 
bale of as many bundles as has been hitherto 
the usage for cach grade. It is hoped that 
buyors of strawbratd in Shanghai will aleu 
insist on the syatem of paying so much por 
bale ‘only, so that uniformity in the trade 
may be ensured :—N.-U, D. News.

EXPLOSION OF DYNAMITE 
AT SHANGHAI 
A shocking accident occurred at about five 
o'clock yosterdny afternoon (Feb. 2st) at 
the Chineso village situated on the Hong- 
kew side vf the Chekinng Road. Bridge. 
A Chinaman had somehow become possessed 
of some metal cases containing charges 
6f dynamite. Apparently ignorant of tho 
dangorous - nature of tho articles, and 
curious to ascertain their contents, he iried 
ito break one of them’ open by beating 
it with someinstrument.. The dynamite, of 
eourse, exploded, causing o report which 
was heard all over thd neighbourhood and 
scattering fragnionta of tho vessel containing 
it in all dircctions, with disaatrons results. 
Soveral mon, woinen and children were in 
the immediate noighbourhoud at tho time, 
some of them watching the man’s proceed. 
ings from curiosity, and others attending 
to their own business. Some police who 
were in the district hurried tu -tho spot on 
hearing the explosion and found nine people 
so seriously injured that thoy had to be 
carried at once to the huspital. “Ono poor 
child bac its lower jaw completely blown off, 
another victin had ‘a piece of the burst 
metal pass clon. through his: thigh, and. 
a third was so seriously injured in tho arm 
that on his arrival'at tho Shan-tung Road 
Hospital it was found necessary at once to 
amputate ‘the limb. Theso were the most 
seriuus casca, and it is feared that all three 
may lose their lives. The other victims 
escaped with less grave hurts, but all of 
them have. receiveil severe injuries; in 
particular the man who was the cause of 
the disaster ; he was strugk in several places 
with pieves of the burst metal. On scarching 
the locality, tho polico found twe or thré 
other charges of dynamite, doubtless similar 
to that which wos exploded, and although 
they have not yet been able to find out 
where thesowero obtained from, itis believed 
that,’they formed.part of somo cascs , of 
dynamite charges for blasting purposes 
which were stolen leng a, The injured 
man who exploded the charge states that 
he fonnd ‘it on the Bund; but this is 
of course incredible. A diligent scarch in 
the boats on the Creek, and in the neigh- 
bourhéod gonerully, failed to bring to light 
apy inore of the dangerous articles ; but if, 
ag is suspected, tlicre are soveral cases .of 
these dynumite charges hidden somewhere

TSO TSUNG-T‘ANG IN. SHANGHAI. 
ARRIVAL OF T30 TSUNG-T'ANG, 

At about half-past three on Saturday 
afternoon (Feb, 23rd) the firing of guns 
announced the approach of His Excctloncy 
tho Viceroy of the Liang-chiang, and the 
little fleet, consisting of the corvette bearing 
the Viceroy's, flax, four alphabetical gune 
boats, tlrea wooden gun-boats and two 
small steamurs, was seen imoving up tho 
river. Salute after salute was fired as the 
boats made their way up to the Kin-le-yuen 
Wharf, whero propatutions of: the usual 
character had been made to receive the 
great commander. As the corvette ap- 
proached the wharf the curious body of 
instunmentalists who do duty for a Chinese 
military band struck up a native strain, 
which was speedily drowned by the explod- 
ing of signal bombs and the firing of blank 
cartridge, As soon as ‘the-fleot arrived at 
tho wharf the various mandarins who had 
come to..wolcome-Hia Excellency crowded 
on board to pay their respects to the veteran 
warrior; but althongh the crowd waited 
for upwards of an hour Tso Teung-t‘ang 
did ‘not land, wud they bad to go away 
satisfied with o glimpse. of him as he 
appeared on deck. The bannermen, how- 
over, with their huge flags Jining the wholo 
length of the wharf,.and the suldiers, to 
the number of about « thousand, with their 
old fashioned rifles anghantiquated weapons, 
rovided the night-seers with something to 
oak at and admire. At. first the soldiers 
manifested a little hostility ‘towards the

Kertch, by ianputing that he was associnted 
with a gang of pirates. —Mr. Montagu Wil- 
Tiams prosecuted ; Mr. Gev. Lewis defend. 
ed. lio prorectitor was recalled for cross, 
examination, and depused that a recvipt 
produced for 1,200! for salvage of the 
Tregonne was in tho handwriting of Fran- 
sesco (one of the mon in .custedy in 
Russis for alleged. participation in 
tho so-called Kortch frauds). Witness did 
not know whether the. sum lad passed 
through his hands, It had passed through 
his bankers. Ho tool: a bill on Captain 
Hfodge for that amount. Witness’s father- 
in-Jaw lived at Kertch, and ured: to act, as 
surveyor for ships in’ questions of salvage. 
Witness donied that ho owed Fransoseo 
monoy.—The witness was cross-examined 
at great length in-refereuce to bill transac.

Ho could not 
say that he had directly suggested to tlic 
owners that there was a confederacy to 
strand: dhe ships.”

Hv 
denied having: heard that his extradition 
was demanded at Constantinople, Mr 
Vaughan asked why witness did not go 
back to Kertch apd fueo nll consequences? 
—Witnees replied’ that it was because he 
might have san imprisoned for. twelve 
months, aud withont bail; before he 
could be ‘tried: Witness emphatically 
denied that’ he was ut the head © of 
the _piratical. aasiciation alluded — to, 
He admitted having cntertained suspiciohs 
that.several of tho ships had been wilfully 
strauded,—In reply to Mr Vaughan, witness 
donied participating in any money realised 
by Fransesco out of the sulyage.—Mr. Lewis 
at the close of the case for the prosecution, 
addressed tha magistrate at groat length 
and submitted that it, was open for the 
prosvcutur to institute civil proceedings in 
this mutter, when it would havo been prac-
